INDEXES OF OUTPUT PER MAN-HOUR FOR THE PRIVATE ECONOMY, 
1947-66 


The attached tables extend the indexes of output per man-hour 
for the private economy and major sectors through 1966, These indexes, 
prepared annually by the U.S. Department of Labor, Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, cover the total private economy and the farm and nonfarm 
sectors, In addition to the output per man-hour measures, related 
indexes of output, employment, and man-hours are included, 


The output indexes are based on data published by the Office 
of Business Economics, U.S. Department of Commerce. The concept used 
is that of gross national product with the estimates consisting of the 
constant dollar value of final goods and services produced, excluding 
the value of intermediate products. Output per man-hour as used in 
these indexes is the ratio of output, defined in this way, to the hours 
of all persons in private industry engaged in production, including 
the man-hours of proprietors and unpaid family workers as well as of 
wage and salary employees. 


Two separate series are shown for the man-hour and the related 
output per man-hour measures. One set is based primarily on establish- 
ment reports of payroll hours; the other, on labor force reports approxi- 
mating hours worked and obtained from a sample survey of households. 


The measures relate output to man-hours and to employment. 
They do not reflect the specific contribution of labor, capital, or any 
other factor of production. Rather, they measure the combined effect of 
a number of interrelated influences, such as skills of workers, manage- 
rial skill, changes in technology, capital investment per worker, utili- 
zation of capital, layout and flow of materials,and labor-management 
relations,
